This responds to your Freedom of Informati on Ac t (FOIA) 
request of January 3, 2000, to the Federal.^" Bureau~o?^x 
Investigation (FBI), requesting records ^n Racist Forumte. The 
FBI, on January 29, 2001, forwarded yourNL^tter along^w/ith a copy 
of Army-originated documents retrieved from their^files to this 
office for releasability determination. This correspondence was 
received in this office on February 6, 2001. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in 
accordance with Executive Order 12958. As a result of this 
review, it has been determined that the information contained in 
the record no longer warrants security classification protection 
and is partially releasable to you. A copy has been provided 
for your use. Fees for processing this request are waived. 

As a result of this review, information has been sanitized 
that would result in an unwarranted invasion of the privacy 
rights of the individuals concerned. The sanitized information 
is exempt from public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant 
to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 


The withholding of the information described above is a 
partial denial of your request. This denial is made on behalf 
of Brigadier General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, 
U.S. Army Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial 
Denial Authority for Army intelligence investigative and 
security records under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal 
this decision to the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file 
an appeal, you should forward it to this office for necessary 
processing so that it reaches the appellate authority no later 
than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. Your appeal
